. e eres by Oꝛdinance of Parliament intituled, An Ordinance of the Lords and 
Commons aſſembled in Parliament, For the ſpeedy Raiſing and Impreſting of Men 
for the recruiting of the Forces under the command of Sir Thomas Fairfax, ia the de- 
> 2/14 ence of the Kingdome. It is Ozdained (inter alia) that the Committee of the 
=\®//|| Militia foz the City of London, the Deputy Lieptenants and Committees —— 
f liament, in every County, City, oz place within this Realme, oꝛ any two oz of 
them, within their leverall Limits and Juriſdictions, ſhall be and are thereby Zu- 
l thozized, Kequired, and Imoyned from time to time, to Raiſe, Leavy,and Jmpzeſſe 
fuch number of Souldiers foz the defence of the King, Parliament, and Kt L 
las ſhall be appointed by both Houſes of Parliament, by the Committee of both 
S |} Kingdomes, oz by Sir Thomas Fairfax. The (aid Lozds and Commons foz pꝛe⸗ 
e Y| venting abuſes which may happen by the Douldicrs adlenting themſelves from 
: - their Colours and the Army, and by the harbouring and concealing of Souldiers 
ſo Raiſed, Leavied, and Jmpzeſted, as afozeſaid, doe therefoze Oꝛder and D2daine, That all Douldiers already 
Raiſed, Liſted, 02 Impꝛeſted, oz which hereafter ſhall be Raiſed, Liſted oz Jmpzeſted under the command of Sir 
Thomas Fairfax, hall upon paine of death to bee inflicted without mercy,repatre to their Colours within fix dayes af- 
ter publication hereof: And foz ſuch as ſhall be hereafter Jmpzeſted and Liſted, within ix dayes after their Liſting 
and conſtanuy abide there, and not depart without Licence hand of Sir Thomas Fairfax, oz of the ſupertou 
Officer then pꝛelent of the Regiment wherein Cuch Douldier ouldiers halt Derbe. And oz the better diſcovery. 
of all ſuch perſons who have beene Jmpzefted oz Liſted, as already have, oz hereafter ſhall abſent themſelves from 
their Colours, The ſaid Loꝛds and Commons doe hereby require and command all High Lonltables,petty Conſtables, 
Tithingmen, and Headbozoughs in their leverall Diviſlons, Hundzeds, Townes, and Pariſhes, to make ſtric ſearch 
and inquiry in the ſeverall Douſes within their reſpective Limits and Pariſhes, foz finding out ſuch Souldiers as 
may be harboured there. And if any Souldier oꝛ Douldiers ſhall be found remaining in any of the Towns and Places 
afozeſaid, the high Conſtables and petty Conſtables afoze-mentioned,are hereby Authozized and required to appzehend 
their perſons,and carry them befoze ſuch of the Deputy-Lievtenants,Committees of Patliament, oꝛ Juſtices of Peace 
as are neereſt to the places where they are lo appꝛehended; who are hereby authozized and required to commit ſuch 
- Souldicrs to the County-Goale, oꝛ other P2iſon, and to ſecure their Hoꝛtes, Armes, Douldiers clothes,and Moneys, 
if they have any, fo the Service of the State. And foz the pzeventing the harbouring and concealing any Soul- 
dier 02 Souldiers, as afozeſaid, who ſhall depart out, 02 abſent himſelfefrom the ſatd ſervice without licence. 

It is further Oꝛdained and Declared, That every (Towne oz Pariſh wherein ſuch Douldier 0z Souldiers ſhall 
be found to be harboured oz concealed, ſhall foxfeit and pay the lumme of ten pounds; and every perſon harbouring 
02 concealing any ſouldier oz Louldiers, as afozeſaid, ſhall pay foz every ſouldier ſo concealed and harboured fozty 
ſhillings : All which laid ſeverall ſummesof Money to be fozfeited, as afozeſaid, ſhall bee Collected, Leavied, and 
paid in ſuch koꝛt, manner, way, and fozme, and ſhall be imployed to the ſame uſes as are pꝛeſcribed and ſetdowne 
fo: leavping ol Money in the foꝛmer Oꝛdinance of Parliament, Foz raiſing and maintaining Fozces foz defence of 
the Kingdome, under the Command of Sir Thomas Fairfax. And to the intent that all ſouldiers under the command 
of the laid Sir Thomas Fairfax, and all and every other perſon and perſons concerned in the pzemiſes may take no- 
t is further D1dained, That this p2eſent Oꝛdinance be fozthwith Pꝛinted, and publiſhed in the ſeverall Marke
